ſummon none but Tradeſmen „Millers, and others who buy and ſell by weights oz Mea- 
ſures: And that no Fees be paid foz appearance onely, noz by any Conſtable oz other Officer 
givinghts attendance onely foꝛ His Majeſties ſervice : And that no Fees be taken foꝛ tryall; 
examination, oꝛ allowante ofany Weights, oz Meaſures which have been fozmerly Sealed: 
And that he ſhall cauſe all weights and Meaſures (which ſhall be duly pzeſented by Jury to 
be defectibe) tobe bꝛoken oꝛ burnt, and the parties offending to be puniched accozdingtoLaw: 
And that he chall make, able, honeſt, and ſufficient Deputies, and ſuch as uſe no Trade in buy⸗
